Cross trains carrying the personnel 
and equipment of an entire base hog: 
pital unit, with additional doctors, 
nurses and social workers, foodstuffs, 
bedding, clothing and surgical sup- 
plies, were rushed through 
New England to the stricken 
city of Halifax. Special ar 
rangements for their prompt 
movement was made by the railroads 
over which they passed. 


The two trains were made up of 
five coaches each. One left from 
Boston and the other from New York. 
The base hospital unit was on the 
Boston train. 

In addition that train carried a 
Special medical unit’ of 25 doctors an 
and 30 nurses as. well as a number 
of trained social (workers. Nurses, 
doctors and. social workers also were
